REPORT 


OF THE 


, SUPERINTENDING COMMITTEE 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING MARCH 8, 1864. 


To the Citizens of New-London: One hundred and twenty-five boys 
and one hundred and five girls have shared in the advantages of the 
district schools in this town during the past year. The average attendance 
daily in all the schools has been one hundred and forty three. Seven 
hundred and eighty-two dollars and fifty three cents have been expended 
in payment of fourteen teachers, two of whom were males, and twelve 
females. The average expense for teaching each pupil has been $3.49. 
One text book only has been changed during the year. Instead of the 
“ Speller and Definer,” Town’s Progressive Speller has been introduced. 

All the schools have been conducted creditably to the teachers, and 
usefully to the children and youth. In District No. 1, fair progress was 
made during the summer term, under the instruction of Miss AMANDA J. 
Leacu. Inthe winter term Miss Saran E. Topp, by good government 
and excellent instruction, evinced that she possesses in a Rec degree 
the requisite qualifications of a good teacher. Miss Lizzrm S. Messer, 
who taught during the summer in District No. 2, and in the winter in 
Dist. No. 7, executed her task in each place faithfully and efficiently. 
Mr. N. E. Topp taught with his usual good success in Dist. No. 2 during 
the winter. Miss C. Augusta CLEMENT kept good order in the sum- 
mer school of No. 3. Miss ExtzAnetra H. Brown, her successor, is en- 
titled to much credit for her assiduity, energy, tact, and perseverance 
during the winter term. In Dist. No. 4, the summer school, which was 

taught by Miss Abpy F. Gay, was unusually small. On the occasion of 
one of our visits by your committee, two pupils only were present. It Is 
believed, however, that the teacher gave general satisfaction. ‘The school 


° 
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of Mr. Porter, her successor, appeared well, when visited by your com- 
mittee, excepting that one or two boys, unobserved by the teacher, were 
somewhat rude, and deserved rebuke. 

Miss ELLEN M. JeweELt, a new teacher, scone for herself a well 


earned and good reputation during the summer in the district at Scythe-_ 


ville, No. 5. The winter school in the same district was well managed 
and thoroughly instructed by Miss Lurrypa T. Jounson.. A very 
estimable teacher, Miss DianrHa ABBOTT, accomplished a good work, in 
the summer, in Dist. No. 6, where another similar service was performed 
by Miss ADELAIDE E. Burpee in the winter. Miss E:vira H. Joun- 
SON, who taught during the summer in Dist. No. 7,'\was uniform and dil- 
-gent in performing her work. 

No very serious disorders happened in any of the schools, and only 
two pupils have been dismissed for disobedience and refractory conduct ; 
one in Dist. No. 3, and the other in Dist. No. 5. In the opinion of your 
committee no larger drafts on the time and energies of the teacher should 
be made by the unruly behavior of large boysand girls. Those who will not 
cheerfully conform to-wholesome regulations, should be removed from school 

Your committee would suggest to the inhabitants of the several districts 
the expediency of adorning the surroundings of their respective school 
houses with shade trees. Will not our young men accept this suggestion, 
and seasonably execute it ? Respectfully submitted,
